WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 


and Changes. Outlook. 


The railroads are finding their task of handling the rush of 
canned goods grow easier every day, because the future orders 
are pretty well all supplied by this time, or are at least dwind- 
ling down so that the roads have not the trouble to get cars that 
they.experienced for a short while. For, while the sale of 
futures was not what could be called heavy last fall and winter, 
there was a considerable amount sold, and the middle of the 
canning season saw a quite good revival of this buying. All 
these orders needed attention at practically the same time; so 
that the volume of goods which was moved from all canneries 
within the past fortnight totalled a quite large amount. As we 
have said these orders are now filled, and there has ensued a 
lull in the market. 

With these supplies in the jobbers’ hands it was to be sup- 
posed the buying would ease up; but holders of surplus stocks 
had hoped that the low prices would tempt the buyers to lay in 
further stocks, and that in this way the buying would be con- 
tinued. This the jobbers do not seem inclined to do. Despite 
the fact that some lines are admittedly short in the pack, job- 
bers are showing an inclination to go slow about buying; or put 
it into other words it seems difficult, not to say impossible, to 
arouse any spirit of speculation among the jobbers. They have 
enough at present to fill their requirements, and are willing to 
take their chances on the open market later, when they need 
the goods. 

This is the same spirit that animated the whole business 
last season ; a determination to let the canner carry the goods 
until needed, but we do not expect to see this as strong during 
the coming months as it was in the past. In other words we 
expect a weakening in this determination this year, because 
there are a number of articles, if not all, on the list so short that 
if the jobbers adhere to this plan of waiting, they will have to 
pay the fiddler. They are aware of this, possibly to a greater 
degree than are the canners themselves, and it will probably be 
found the jobbers will seek, quietly, to cover not only their 
immediate wants, but for some months ahead, in order to get in 
on the low priced market. The object of this will be to prevent

any concerted movement towards buying, and so prevent any 
material rise in prices. The only way to meet this game is for 
the canners who are holding goods to know or, fully. realize 
their values. 

We know some canners who held their entire packs of 1908 
over and have added this season’s packing to the pile; not 
because they wanted to particularly, but because they had a 
false idea of the value of their holdings; that is they thought 
the market must go to much higher prices, and so held, only to 
find that the market did not reach their figures. There was 
little to indicate high prices last season; the market was decid- 
edly not in the humor to advance, particularly on tomatoes. 
But there were opportunities to unload at a fair price, showing 
at least a little profit over the cost of packing. This same con- 
dition fronts them again this year, with this difference: The 
supply is not as large as last season’s. However, we do not 
believe any holder is justified in holding for fancy figures. 

Tomatoes are selling at 60c. to 62%c. factory, a price that 
is generally attributed to a necessity on the part of many small 
canners to realize ready money to cover obligations. This is 
not an unusual condition at this time of the year, for the well 
informed always expect to see the low tide of tomato prices at 
this time. It would be difficult to ascribe any cause that couid 
compel the market to remain at this figure over this time of 
money stringency. When these needy ones are supplied, by 
the sacrifice of their packs, and are out of the way, those 
remaining, being able to hold their goods, ought to realize better 
prices, and doubtless will. Just now we are in the throes of 
tight money among the small canners, and there you have the 
reason for the present state of the tomato market. 


On the other hand, corn continues to gain strength. The 
pack is a known short one, and the very doubt as to the extent 
of this shortage is giving strength to the market. It is said 
some Maine corn packers, among the largest of them, are de- 
livering but 75 to 80 per cent. of their contracts, and others not 
delivering over 60 percent. Maryland is considerably short of 
its requirements, the pack in the western part of the State not 
amounting to over 75 per cent. at most, and the rest of the 
State about on a par with this. There are some few lucky spots 
where quite a full pack has been secured, but these spots hold 
only small packs at best; packers who do not make a specialty 
of corn. 


Fall string beans, spinach, sweet potatoes, pumpkin, squash, 
etc., are now being given attention in the canneries, but the 
packs of these will be lighter than usual. String beans are 
hardening in prices, which accounts for their attention at this 
time. The market is now quoted at soc. to 52%c. for No. 2 
sized cans, and at 67%4c. to 7oc. No. 3. That is for standard 
Southern style packing. 

Apples are advancing in price, and No. ros are now quoted 
at $2.25 on this market. The crop of apples is short, but it is 
hoped canners will not rush in for a heavy pack of these 
goods on this account. The memory of the last apple scramble, 
and its disastrous results, should yet be in the minds of all. 


There is nothing being done with oysters as yet, but the 
weather here has turned quite cold, and this will bring them 
attention in a very short while. There is promise of a very 
good crop of fine oysters, but it will be fortunate if the weather 
stays cold from now on, because last season, at the opening of 
the oyster dredging time, the weather was very warm and 


oysters became a drug on the market. With a first opening of 
the dredging season there is a rush of dredge boats to the rocks 
and bars, and the best of the oysters are taken up in huge. quan- 
tities. These are rushed onto the market in the hope of getting 
high prices before it breaks; but a warm spell will simply ruin 
these oysters. This results in a double loss: the beds are robbed 
of their best, and there is no market for them in warm weather. 
There is nothing new to report in canners’ metals. 


| CHICAGO MARKET. 


Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade’’ 


CHICAGO, October 13, 1909. 

Heavy Freeze.—The night of October 12th brought a 
sudden decline in temperature and the cold snap continued all 
during 13th. The cold was accentuated by sharp, cold winds, 
and ice formed and vegetables froze. 

It is not known yet how widespread the cold snap was, but 
it has probably extended throughout the Middle West and has 
stopped the packing of tomatoes and corn. The season had 
practically closed, however,, and the freeze was, therefore, not 
a calamity on that account. 


Canned Apples.—Packers are very cautious about making 
prices on No. 10 apples and are somewhat indifferent. Michigan 
packers are disposed to take on a few small contracts at $2.50 
Chicago, but New York packers are firm at $2.75, delivered at 
Chicago, for fancy to choice winter stock. 

Buyers are not hungry, however, and but little business is 
being done, 

Maine Corn.—The Burnham & Morrill Company, of Port- 
land, Maine, announced on October 12th, 1909, that their 
delivery of Paris corn on future contracts this season would be 
sixty (60) per cent. 

This shortage in the East will have a strong effect on prices 
in the West, for it is known that when the Burnham & Morrill 
Company can deliver only sixty per cent. with their great flock 
of canneries, splendid experience, large capital and unequalled 
facilities, that those canners, who are not so strongly equipped, 
will certainly be unable to deliver even as great a proportion as 
sixty per cent. 


Heavy Tomato Buying.—The navigation of the lakes 
will close during November and buyers have taken advantage 
of the 60-6234-65c. tomato prices to make heavy purchases for 
shipment to Chicago of Maryland and New Jersey tomatoes. 


Canned Corn.—The market is firm with a very strong 
trend toward higher values. Illinois canners have advanced 
their price to 7oc. f.o.b. cannery for standard quality No. 2 
canned corn, and higher prices are anticipated. Retailers are 
growing anxious about the corn situation and are shopping 
industriously for bargains. Jobbers are not buying corn to any 
extent, having already anticipated conditions and being heavy 
holders of canned corn. : 


Canned American Sardines.—A run of sardines in che 
North Atlantic waters during the past ten days has enabled 
packers to catch up with their contracts to some extent, but 
offerings are few and no concessions in prices are heard of.

Keyless %-oil sardines are held firmly at $2.35 and $2.40 can- 
nery, and other styles at a proportionate and usual advance. - 


Canned Salmon.—The arrivals of new red Alaska salmon 
and sockeye salmon show excellent quality and care in prepa- 
ration. 


The market is normal. No prices are being made by first 
hands, and the market is entirely in the hands of jobbers, and 
prices, therefore, are erratic, lepending upon the individual 
view of each holder. 


Distribution of Futures.—The sales of futures to retail 
grocers were not large this season, but were nevertheless con- 
siderable, and October is the big month for their distribution. 
Wholesale grocers are, therefore, busy just now in shipping out 
futures, and retail grocers are receiving them cheerfully. 


There will be a very small percentage of refusals or default 
among the retailers this season of their canned goods, futures, 
as they are well informed of the probability of higher prices, 
and their stocks are low and quite ready for replenishing. 


The Outlook.—The early advent of cold weather presages 
a heavy demand for canned foods, and as employment is gener- 
ally reliable and manufacturing active, the factories being far 
behind their orders in most lines, the prospect is bright. ° | 


Killing Freeze, Oct. 13, 1909.—The cold snap was more 
severe than was supposed and has continued all day today. Ice 
formed half an inch thick on water in pails exposed, and the 
frost is certainly killing. 


Demand Urgent.—I am told that the retailers are clamor- 
ing for their deliveries of goods bought for future delivery 
account and in many instances are growing very impatient. 
This shows that the people are beginning to eat and makes 
sellers feel better than if the retailers were indifferent and dis- 
posed to cancel orders.

Lima Bean Harvest Largest on Record. 


Lima bean growers are now preparing to harvest one of the 
largest crops ever produced in Ventura county, and it marks one 
of the most interesting annals in the history of southern Cali- 
fornia. 

It is now estimated that Ventura county alone will produce 
between 900,000 atid 1,000,000 bags of Limas. This, with a 
carry-over of 75,000 bags, will swell the crop to enormous pro- 
portions. The quality, as far as can be discerned, will be ex- 
cellent, and the yield per acre larger than usual. Everything 
at this time points to a magnificient crop, and only the in- 
clemency of the elements will mark to any degree the deficiency 
of the crop. In Los Angeles and Orange counties the acreage 


planted to lima beans greatly exceeds that of last year, and they - 


are already in the midst of threshing activities. 


The demand for limas has been extremely light during the 
past three or four months, the price ranging between $3.85 and 


$3.95, but it is reported that within the last week or so some of | 


our buyers have picked up limas in the Santa Ana section as 
low as $3.60. It is expected that trade conditions will warrant 
an excessive demand for limas, inasmuch as the East is prac- 
tically bare of this product, and when they are fully satisfied 
that prices are at a normal basis will probably buy heavy, or 
will regulate their purchases to the demand of consumers, who 
have come to look upon the lima bean as an absolute necessity. 


The quality of the lima is the most essential feature de- 
manded by consumers, and to this end growers should strive to 
conform with this indispensable requisite. Higher prices will 
assuredly result, and the crop move out with remarkable celer- 
ity, if strict attention is paid to this distinctive characteristic. 

Threshing will commence about the 20th of this month, a 
little later than usual, and it is expected that by the end of the 
month shipping will be extensively carried on. As previously 
stated, if weather conditions assume a favorable attitude for the 
next two months to come, the crop should be of an excellent 
quality. EXCHANGE.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, October 13.—General conditions are not much 
different from what they have been heretofore, excepting, per- 
haps, a little more interest has developed in some lines, and 
buyers are somewhat more insistent upon obtaining the supplies 
they seek. In this respect considerable improvement has been 
shown from week to week recently, but in other directions very 
little change has occurred. The market, as a whole, is more 
active, perhaps, but aside from that the situation is not essen- 
tially different from what it was last week. Dealers exhibit a 
bit more confidence, and the buyer must pay nearer full quota- 
tions for his stock, but otherwise trade jogs along in about the 
usual way, depending upon the average buyer to take what he 
wants and thus keep things moving. 

Apples.—Advices from the various State packing centers 
indicate a very strong feeling in No. 10s. Packers are generally 
asking $2.75 f. o. b. factory for late fall and winter shipment, 
while some are demanding $3.00. Recent sales comprised three 
cars which went at $2.75 delivered New York. Some early 
packed stock has sold around $2.35 delivered here. Buyers do 
not care for that sort of goods, consequently trade is light. 


Advices from the principal apple producing localities are to the 
effect that most orchards are yielding only lightly, though here 
and there one is bearing liberally. At most not more than 
50 per cent of an average crop will be harvested. 

Fruits. —California sorts are quiet, but the market is held 
by large interests to be in strong position, and increased prices 
are expected by the time spring trade begins. For the present 
only routine orders are anticipated. 


Peaches.—Increased interest is shown in southern pies and 
seconds, and under small offerings the market is firm. Not 
much movement is noted at present, though here and there aj 
buyer takes hold freely. Southern small fruits, excepting 
strawberries, are reported scarce and firm, without much move- 
ment of importance. 

Tomatoes.—It is reported here that the Maryland and 
Delaware factories are closing, and the packing season is near 
an end. The trade is a bit skeptical. In the absence of frost 
and continuation of good ripening weather, it is still possible for 
considerable additions to be made to the pack, and as long as 
raw stock comes in canners will continue to utilize it. This, it 
is said, will increase the strain upon the financial resources of 
the weaker operators, and opportunities to buy stock at low 
figures will expand. Buyers count upon these factors to assist 
in forcing canners to accept buyers’ bids for goods. Some buy- 
ers have been in market during the past few days at a concession 
from 6o0c. regular terms, f.o.b. factory, but so far as known 
they have been unsuccessful in finding a seller. According to 
brokers, much of the stock now offered at 60c. regular terms, 
f.o.b. factory, is not standard, with the exception of occasional 


. lots which are offered at that figure. Many times the holder is 
forced for one reason or another to accept this price. 


In No. 
10s there is no interest, and sales are made according to the 
requirements of buyers. No. 2s are held steadily up to present 
quotations, but there is no interest beyond supplying regular 
needs. 


Corn.—Buyers do not seem to place much dependence upon 
the reports of a short pack and are holding back orders in the 
expectation that packers will be obliged to accept what is 
offered. Offerings are light in all varieties. Southern packers 
are generally asking 75c. regular terms, f.o.b. factory for Mary- 
land Maine style, though it is said that 2%4c. less might be 
accepted under certain conditions. New York State corn is

scarce at 75c. regular terms, f.o.b. factory, and practically no 
Maine-corn can be obtairied. Western packers are indifferent 
sellers, though they might do more business at the pricés they 
ask if their stock showed better quality. A good deal of the 
stock received here will be refused by Eastern buyers on the 
score of quality. 

Peas.—The market remains quiet, with an easier feeling in 
the standard grades, of which the supply seems to be ample. 

Salmon.—Supplies of Red Alaska on the spot are light and 
the market is firm. Goods due to arrive about November 1 are 
offered at $1.30@1.35 as to brand, but there are few sellers. 
The stock comes principally under contract. Chinooks are 
quiet, with few sellers ready to dispose of their goods. Sock- 
eye is wanted, but nearly all holders are exceedingly conserva- 
tive and refuse to accept the offers of sellers. Second hands 
say they have barely enough to satisfy the requirements of their 
own trade. Pinks are held about as last reported, with 7oc. 
quoted outside, though 68c. might buy if a large block was 
taken. 

Sardines.— Reports say that the fish are still running light, 
and there are no offerings of quarter-oils. Other grades are 
unchanged, with mustards in moderate demand at quotations.

Lake Charles, La.—The Long-Bell Experimental Farm has 
added a fig cannery, and expects to do a good business in this 
line. 


Bar Harbor, Me.—A crew of workmen are driving piles for 
the new building of the Twitchell-Champlin Co. at Salisbury 
Cove, for the handling of clams. New machinery will be used. 


Oysters in Ohio. 


Copies of the Ohio Pure Food law have been distributed 
among the handlers of oysters in the State by the dairy and food 
commission. The law forbids the watering or iceing of oysters 
and the authorities have determined to enforce the law, and 
dealers are reported to be dissatisfied. 


This is the first time the law has been rigidly enforced and 
some shippers of oysters claim it is both unnecessary, of no ad- 
vantage and that no harm can come from iceing the oysters. 
This point, of course, will have to be decided in the courts by a 
test case, and those who have had experience along this line 
feel that the shippers will lose. Most of the food laws have 
been made after careful study and examination, and while some 
of them may seem unnecessary, or even wrong, it will be found 
they are usually the best thing that couid happen to that 
especial industry; whether it be oysters, canned goods, canned 
meats or anything else.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., October g, 1909. 

The California Canneries Company has just issued a circu- 
lar to the trade that covers the season's activities in the line of 
canned fruits, and shows ina measure conditions as they now 
are in this market. The letter will be found on another page 
of this issue. 

Since the said resume was written weather conditions for 
the tomato crop have been even more unfavorable. Several 
rains have fallen during the past ten days, and these have been 
followed by cold fogs. This has caused tomatoes to crack and 
spoil, and the quantities now being delivered to the canneries 
are much smaller than they have been. The expected naming 
of prices on the 1909 pack has not come to light yet, and_ some 
concerns are disposing of their goods at the same rates now 
being asked for spot goods, 75c. and $2.10. It is certain that 
the opening rates will not be lower than these prices. 

Large shipments of canned salmon continue to come into 
this port from the far North, but these shipments will soon 
cease, there being but two vessels of the Alaska Packers’ Asso- 
ciation that have not arrived; these being the Star of England 
and the Star of Scotland. The Star of Russia put into port a 
few days ago with 25,000 cases, the Santa ‘Clara with 30,200 
cases, and the tug Unimak, all of the Alaska Packers’ fleet. 
The Nushagak has also arrived with 4,423 cases; the Centennial 
with 41,423 cases, and a large crew of cannery workers, and two 
vessels for the North Alaska Salmon Co., the Mizpah and the 
Expansion, both of these bringing down small cargoes of fish. 


The market for canned salmon on the Coast is rather quiet 
at the present time, from the reason that most of the packers 
in the business have withdrawn offerings until they are able to 
find out just how they stand in regard to stock. In the line of 
Alaska reds it is certain that the entire pack has been spoken 
for, and even small lots can not be secured here. Owing to the 
light pack of salmon on the Fraser river, English dealers are 
invading the local buying field more than ever before, and now 
that Alaska reds have been absorbed, are turning their atten- 
tion to Puget Sound sockeyes. The demand for sockeyes has 
been much heavier than was thought possible, and at the pres- 
ent rate there will be but a small carryover to supply the defi- 
ciencies in the pack of next season unless packers choose to put 
by a portion of the pack for this purpose. There has been an 
unusually heavy demand for fish in half-pound tins, and stocks 
of this size are almost exhausted. 

The fruit cannery of the Griffin & Skelley Co. at Fresno 
has been closed, and that firm is now working on raisins. The 
pack put up by that .oncern is less than in former years, and it 
is thought that all of the canned fruit will be disposed of within 
avery short time. A light pack was made at the Emeryville 
plant, but it is intended to operate heavily there next season. 

Joseph Durney and C. H. Bentley, of the Griffith-Durney 
Co., and the California Fruit Canners’ Association, respectively, 
have been appointed on the governing committee of the traffic 
bureau of the Merchants’ Exchange. 

The V. Phalanx Co. will plant 240 acres of asparagus in 
the Imperial Valley this seasou, and other growers are prepar- 


ing to make plantings also. While the output of this district 
is intended for the fresh vegetable market it is realized that a 
cannery will be necessary to take care of a part of the output.

Man Eats Canned Corn, Dies. 
Waiter on Steamer Suffers During Entire Trip From Milwaukee. 


While hundreds of passengers on a lake steamer enjoyed the trip from 
Milwaukee Saturday night, Berdine Bacon, a negro waiter on the boat, lay 
in a bunk suffering from ptomaine poison, the result of eating canned corn 
shortly before the vessel left Milwaukee. He died an hour after the boat 
reached Chicago. Bacon was 30 years old and lived at 432 State street. 

A few minutes after the boat left the harbor he fell to the floor while 
carrying a tray filled with food toward the dining-room. Bacon was car- 
ried below toa bunk. The lake became rough soon after the boat reached 
the outer harbor, and the sufferer was tossed about by the pitching and 
tossing of the boat. 

He was without medical aid, according to the police, until the vessel 
reached Chicago, when Bacon was taken home in an unconscious condi- 


tion. Dr. G. Tadtman, 426 State street, was called, but Bacon died soon 
afterward, Dr. Tedtman declared Bacon was suffering from ptomaine 
poison.

Coroner Finds Waiter on Lake Boat Died From Ulcer of Stomach. 


Eating canned corn on a lake boat September 5, was not 
responsible, as at first announced, for the death of Berdine 
Bacon, a negro waiter, according to Coroner Peter M. Hoffman, 
who has found, after a post-mortem examination, that Bacon 
died of septic infection following perforated ulcer of the stomach, 
and not from ptomaine poisoning, resulting from the eating of 
canned corn. 

Bacon, who was 30 years old, and lived at 432 State street,. 
was taken suddenly ill while carrying a tray, and fell to the 
floor of the dining-room of the steamer soon after it had left 
Milwaukee. The lake became rough after the boat reached the 
outer harbor, and the sufferer was tossed about by the pitching 
of the boat. He was taken to his home when the boat reached 
Chicago, and died soon afterward.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Don't fail to attend those meetings at Chicago, ye packers 
of Illinois, and also you members of the Western Association. 


All eyes are turned and ears strained to see and hear the 
result of the year’s packings in corn and tomatoes, now that 
the season has closed. The packers expect a favorable report, 
which they spell s-h-o-r-t pack; but so do the jobbers, though 
they spell it a-v-e-r-a-g-e pack. 


Now that the active season of labelling is on, canned goods 
packers should give their labels attention. Of course, this 
attention should have been bestowed upon the labels before 
they were printed; but it will not be amiss now to scan them 
carefully, even if they are printed and paid for. 

It is a custom with nearly all canners to allow the label 
printers great latitude in the definition of the quality of their 
products. These label printers are always gallant and generous, 
and in the absence of contrary advice, they are inclined to call 


all goods on all labels: ‘‘Fancy selected for family trade’’; 
‘‘Extra selected fruit’’; ‘‘The finest the fields furnish’’, etc., 


etc. We all know that all goods cannot come up to these . 


claims; and here is the rub: all food inspectors, whether State 
or National are taking these statements literally. 


These inspectors cannot be blamed for this, because they 
look at the labels just as the consumers look at them, and ex- 
pect to find in the can just what the label states is there. How 
can they unravel such a thing as this: 

We have before us seven different brands of corn packed 
by one well-known canner; this lot selected at random from 
thousands of labels we have here in the office, and it is there- 
fore not a particular instance. 


On two of the labels, printed in several colors and gold, 
but not embossed, etc., there appears ‘‘Extra Quality’. The 
five remaining brands are beautifully printed, embossed and 
altogether handsome labels. Of the five, two read ‘‘Fancy 
Quality’; one ‘‘Superior Quality’’; one ‘‘Quality Supreme’’, 
and the fifth one with no claims whatever. What would the 
uninitiated think of such an array except that the packings of 
this firm are all of the highest possible type? They have a 
right tu that opinion, and the right to expect the fulfillment of 
it in the contents of the cans. 


As a matter of fact, this firm does put up a fine article, but 
it packs only two grades. On one, we will call their better 
grade it is actually their standard of packing, they place the 
labels found in the group of five; indiscriminately, in order to 
give different dealers in the same town different brands, usually. 
Here we see the same quality of corn put out under terms vary- 
ing from no claim to ‘‘Quality Supreme’’. 

On that portion of the pack which does not come up to the 
above quality and is therefore actually their ‘seconds’, they 
place the two labels first referred to, and which we note are 


marked ‘‘extra quality’’. 


tar 


It is unnecessary to say that this packer is not an isolated 
instance in this practice; our readers will recognize it as a quite 
extensive practice. But what is the poor consumer to make 
out of this? 

An extra quality to him means something better than the 
average, a superior quality at least, if not a fancy quality or 
quality supreme; and his impression is often heightened, in this 
respect, by his having to pay his retailer just as much for this 
‘‘extra quality’’ as for the ‘‘quality supreme’’. So that if he 
demands that the contents of the can shall come up to the 
claims on the label, he is but right. 


We might cite any number of such instances in relation to 
labels used on off grades, where the claims are greater than on 
the labels ‘used on finer goods, but this wi Suffice. 

What the packer must keep in mind is that the people are 
reading the labels ; they are doing more, they are studying the 
labels, and they expect them to carry the truth and nothing but 
the truth. And if the people are reading them, they may rest 
assured that food inspectors of all kinds are reading them even 
more intently. 

We know that a great deal of this wording on the labels is 
left entirely in the hands of the label printers. This should not 
be. The label printer does not know what class or quality of 
goods the packer will use his production on; but the packer 
does, and he should be careful to give the label printer an exact 
copy of just what he wants on his label and nothing else. It 
will be the packer that will be held, and have to pay the fine 
under the law, and not the label printer. 


So we say look well to your labels. It would be better to 
change your labels at a cost of 50c. a thousand for imprinting 
than to take chances. swith, the imspectors and the juries of the 
land. It has been more than three years now since the National 
Law was enacted, and no end of instructions have been given 
on its requirements ; so that there is little excuse left at this 
late day. All the National Law has ever asked has been truth 
upon the label in statement and intent ; but it does not request 
this, it demands it. 


The fact that there is no set standards for canned goods 
will hardly protect the canner in such an instance; or the ex- 
cuse that the quality is better than some one else’s, and there- 
fore is an ‘‘extra quality’’ will not hold. If we buya suit of 
clothes to be made from an extra fine piece of cloth we would 
not feel justified in accepting a shoddy piece of cloth under the 
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tailor’s excuse that in comparison with some other tailor’s suits 
this suit isextra fine. You would never patronize that tailor 
again, after such treatment; and that is exactly what the con- 
sumer does with your food product, if he feels he has been mis- 
led by false claims. And this ‘‘law’’ should be sufficient for any 
wise manufacturer, even if there were no laws on the statute 
books of the Nation or the States. 

But the laws are there and they are being enforced, and for 
the good of your business and your pocketbook it will pay you 
to give attention to this feature. 


HOWARD P. NUMSEN.

Numsen & Sons, one of the oldest packing concerns in the 
business, makes the name well-known to canners all over the 
country, who will regret to learn of his death.

Ata meeting of the Commercial Club of Grand Forks, 
N. D., it was declared a canning factory should be started in 
the town. Plenty of raw material, in the shape of tomatoes, 
peas, beans and corn can be had, and the idea is in favor. 


Closing of the Season Celebrated. 


During the past week many factories finished the pack of 
tomatoes for this season and the laborers—men, women and 
girls, departed for their homes in great numbers. It is not 
often such a demonstration is witnessed as was the case when 
the Liberty Brand Canning Co. of Dover, Del., announced that 
the pack of tomatoes would be finished on Saturday, the oth. 
One of the local papers reported the affair, in part, as follows: 


There was a strike of a remarkable character at the canning plant 
yesterday, one that caused tears to glisten in the eyes of the president 
and superintendent. 

The Polish men and women operatives who were brought here on a 
chartered train early in the season had planned a coup. They got into 
the factory before opening time and decorated the place with flowers. 
The ‘‘merry-go-round”’ was trimmed with boquets, flags and figures of 
men, while the president’s office and the branch offices were decorated 
with posies and ribbons like a wedding. 

A beautiful blonde girl, Miss Alice Parker, made a really creditable 
speech and presented to Mr. Allee and Superintendent Gentz tokens of 
the esteem in which the operatives held their superiors. Mr. Allee, who 
is unmarried, blushed and was quite on the verge of emotional feelings 
when the fair spokesman concluded her remarks with a fervent ‘‘God 
Bless You, Mister, for the feeling and the kind acts which you have shown 
to us, who are ordered to toil for our daily bread’’. 

b: At the side of Superintendent Gentz, who is a married man, the fair 
leader took more liberties, and insisted on pinning a bouttoniere of pink 
roses and maiden-hair fern. 

Former Senator J. Frank Allee, who is the principal backer of the big 
enterprise, estimates that nearly 50,000 cases of a fine grade of goods have 
been packed. 

A new 100-feet front warehouse will be constructed at once along the 
Delaware Railroad by the company to hold for the markets its big pack of 
Delaware grown fruits and vegetables. Meantime a new 150-horse boiler 
will be supplied, a new entire section of tomato machinery will be installed 
on the west side of the main factory, and a new tramway, sheltered from 
the weather will be added. 

A new side industry, that of raising hogs, was added this season by 
President Allee and a large drove of fat porkers of various ages are kept 
well fed and happy on the strainings from the packing house.

The Quoting of Canned Goods Prices. 


The *‘Grocer’s Magazine,’’ a monthly of Boston, givgs the 
following information to it’s readers about canned goods. It 
will be noticed that while this publication gives the price at 
which the canners sell the goods, it also gives the price the re- 
tailer is paying. This is an improvement over the manner in 
which some of the other grocery trade ‘journals report the 
canned goods market ; it is not any more necessary for the re- 
tailer to know the canner’s price than it is for the consumer to 
know the wholesaler’s price, and it tends more to hold the price 
of canned goods down than to help the canner to secure what is 
due him. What the retailer is most anxious to know, is what 
he will have to pay, and should he wish to ascertain how much 
profit the wholesaler is making he can come near enough to 
avoid being overcharged. Unless a paper is edited especially 
for the wholesale grocery trade it should quote the price of 
goods to the retailer. 

The following is the article referred to:— 


‘‘A FLoop oF ToMATOES.—Tomatoes ripened so fast this 
year that the canners couldn’t take care of them. There is a 
perfect flood of tomatoes on the market, and standard three- 
pound cans by the carload have been sold in Baltimore during 
the past few days as low as 60 cents per dozen. A few weeks 
ago, on account of the dry weather, it looked as though there 
was only going to be a small crop of tomatoes. Now, it looks 
like a good crop. As the govds are selling below the cost of 
production, they are being eagerly bought by good buyers, and 
if bought at the right prices, are undoubtedly an excellent pur- 
chase, as they are sure to be worth more money. ‘Tomatoes are 
about the only article on the market which are a particularly 
good purchase in quantities, as almost everything else is very 
high in price and some goods are too high, or at least, higher 
than they will be a few weeks from now. Slack filled cans of 


tomatoes are plentiful, many cars having been rejected on that 
account. 

Corn is very firm and it looks like only half a crop of 
Maine corn. Standard Maine corn is quoted at goc. f. o. b. 
various points in Maine, and in fair quantities, retailers are 
paying about $1.10. 

PEAS are steady, there being some demand for the standard 
grades. The pack of sweet peas will be fairly good, but early 
peas are scarce the country over. 

CANNED APPLES are firm, owing to a shortage of the apple 
crop. They will probably go higher in price. Retailers are 
paying $2.50 to $2.75 for gallon cans.’’

Gentlemen:—Altogether, the canned goods situation offers 
some interesting features. Corn is hardening all the while, and 
black berries are scarce and higher. Strawberries and goose- 
berries are apparently getting in strong position.

Peaches 
are firm and peas are in fairly good request. All grades of pine- 
apples are quiet, excepting pie grated pineapple, which is 
almost cleaned up, and is fetching almost any price asked for it. 
A good demand is on for sweet potatoes. Pumpkin is command- 
ing a higher figure. The oyster market is quiet. String beans 
are strong, a good demand for them exists, and there is also a 
splendid demand for spinach. Apples are strong and tending 
higher. Tomatoes bear watching.

Some Information as Regards the Pack, and Reagons* Why 
Prices Should be Good. 


In all probability one of the most surprising state of affairs 
in a year abounding in unusual conditions, is that the canned 
goods pack in California was practically complete some weeks 
ago. 

From the best information obtainable at the present time, 
we feel competent to state that the pack of fruit this year will 
not only be much less than last, but will even be well below a 
normal pack. 

This shortage in pack—so at variance with the anticipations 
of the early part of the season—was due to a smaller crop than 
was looked for, the shipment of green fruit East, and the fact 
that canners, owing to the low prices for canned goods prevail- 
ing until the last few weeks, were not willing to pay prices ex- 
pected by the growers. 

The shipment of green fruit East, while always a more or 
less important factor in determining the canner’s supply of 
fruit, was this year augmented to unprecedented proportions, 
this being due to the failures of fruit crops in the East and Mid- 
dle West, those sections of the country having to turn to Cali- 
fornia for their fresh fruit. This shipment of tremendous 
quantities of green fruit, of course, exerted a strong influence 
in tending to keep prices up. 

We would give the following brief resume of the four most 
heavily packed fruits, viz: Cherries, Apricots, Pears and 
Peaches. 

Cherries.—There being a most satisfactory crop of cherries, 
under usual conditions there would have been a large pack of 
this fruit, but certain packers having large carryovers on hand, 
prevented this taking place. There was a noteworthy decline 


in prices this season, prices ruling almost fifty cents a dozen 
lower than in the last few years. 

Apricots.—Stocks carried over from 1908 prevented prices 
of canned apricots from seeking the level they otherwise would 
have reached by reason of a short crop. The shortage in crop 
exerted a salutary effect on the quality of the fruit, the apricots 
averaging larger and quite free from blemishes. 

Pears.—Pears were somewhat of a surprise in that prices 
for the green fruit ruled rather high during the entire season. 
The pears from the river districts were, to a great extent, 
shipped East. Owing to lack of rains in the Spring, the orch- 
ards in some sections suffered to quite an extent, the pears seem- 
ing to have averaged smaller than last year. 

Peaches.—It is even yet somewhat early to get absolute in- 
formation as to peaches, but there is bound to be a shortage in 
practically all grades, as tremendous quantities of fresh fruit 
were shipped East, and the pack greatly curtailed by hot 
weather burning the crop at time of picking. This fact of 
shortage is already evidenced by the withdrawal of many grades 
and will certainly soon cause suffering in jobbing circles. 

A short summary of the season would show that an ex- 
pected low cost and large supply of fruit, and the low cost of 
canning materials, together with the heavy carryover in the 
hands of certain canners, led packers to open with unprecedently 
low prices. As the season advanced, steady volume of sales 
kept pouring in, and as packs of different varieties were finished, 
falling far below the quantity expected, and many packers 
found themselves oversold, there commenced a series of advances 
in prices and withdrawals of different grades. So as the situa- 
tion stands today, everything in the heavier selling lines is quite 
closely sold up, while a strongly advancing market for the rest 
of the season is a surety. 

Tomatoes.—That the pack of tomatoes will be very short 
and lacking in good quality is the consensus of opinion on the

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Coast. The ripening weather has been most unfavorable, cold 
fogs tending to hold tomatoes back, being followed by unusual 
heat and torrid winds. And when the short acreage is also 
taken into consideration it can be readily seen why a pack far 
below the normal, with extreme prices prevailing, is looked for. 

Taking all things into consideration, it appears that the 
canned goods situation in California is in better condition than 
it has been for years.

France and the Soldered Cans Regulations. 


In our issue of the 1st of this month we published an 
account which stated that goods imported from France which 
contained solder, or any material which contained lead, could 
not be entered into this country. Now comes a report that the 
French law is less stringent in regard to the use of materials of 
lead composition than was supposed, and the following shows 
that it was not meant to make the rules as severe as was 
thought. It is thought the French Government has no desire 
to forbid the export or import of soldered cans, and is desirous 
of changing the impression the U. S. has. ; : 


PaRIS, Nov. 27, 1907. 
Minister Des Finances,

DEAR SIR:— 

Meat or fish preserves from foreign countries are generally 
packed in cans made of tin and soldered externally with an alloy of lead. 
The laboratories having found out that the solder sometimes penetrated 
into the interior, were asked to decide if the entry of preserved goods 
ought, in this case, be allowed. 

The Board of Health consulted on the question, declared that the best 
solderer cannot avoid completely a small leakage of the running hot 
metal, 


The Board of Health, besides, declared that the lead could be found 
only in such infinitesimal small quantity that it could not be of any danger 
to the consumers. 


Consequently, the Board decided that there is no reason to prohibit 
the importation of preserved goods in cans made of tin, which present 
internally some slight slaver caused by the external soldering. 


I request you to give immediately your orders in this sense.

In continuation of my circular of the 11th of June, I have the honor 
of informing you that the interdiction brought by the recent prefectural 
attachments, against varnishes or paint containing lead, employed to 
decorate the cans for preserved goods, refers only to varnishes or paint 
applied externally, with a brush, or of such a thickness that the paint will 
detach itself and mix with the contents when opening the can. 


There is no reason to extend this interdiction to the colored varnishes 
applied by a process of print on tin, used in the manufacturing of cans, as 
the method in which the colors are applied and on account of the coat of 
paint being very thin, such varnishes are not likely to come off when the 
cans are opened,

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South African Tin Prospects. 


Mr. V. P. Swinburne, Inspector of Mines, Pretogia,. and 
who has held the position of Acting Government Mining 
Engineer, has written an extremely valuable report upon 
Transvaal tin prospects. This appears as part of a geological 
memoir issued by the Government, which treats of the geological 
features with the thoroughness characteristic of the work of 
Messrs. Kynaston (the director) and Dr. Mellor. A special 
map shows how the different tin-bearing formations are grad- 
ually being linked up from Potgietersrust to Warmbaths (and 
the district west of Warmbaths) and what enormous area with 
tin indications the Transvaal possesses. ‘‘It can reasonably be 
assumed,’’ says the inspector, ‘‘that in time we will have work- 
ing propositions dotted all over this area, and our output already 
forms an appreciable part of the world’s tin supply.’’ Tin 
occurs in the granite, felsite, shales, quartzites, and in alluvial 
form.—EXCHANGE.

FRUITS.—An American consulate in western Europe requests 
firms in the United States to send prices of apples in barrels, as 
well as quotations on dried, canned, and evaporated fruits. 

No. 3943. FRUIT-CANNING PLANT.—An American consu- 
lar officer in South Africa reports that a firm in his district de- 
sires quotations, specifications, catalogues, etc., on a complete 
fruit-canning plant. Name of the firm is given in the report. 


Toledo, O.—The local canning factory is reported to have 
had a good season on tomatoes, lasting about four weeks. 


Solid Pack Tomatoes. 


The California Fruit Canners’ Association has issued the 
following circular to the trade: 


“Some of our friends in the retail trade, handling the Del Monte line, 
have expressed the opinion that it would be better to put the Solid Pack 
Tomatoes in this line in the No. 3 tins. We have canvassed the situation 
thoroughly, and after most careful consideration have concluded that it 
would be unwise for all concerned to make any change so far as this season 
is concerned, Our packing season is nearly over, and we fear that retail- 
ers carrying the 3’s would find annoying competition on the part of com- 
petitors who have a stock of the 24’s on hand. 

“This situation will clear itself before another selling season ap- 
proaches, and, at that time the question can be settled on its merits for 
the best interests of all concerned. 

“Our decision in this matter is more or less influenced by the fact that 
the crop conditions are most disappointing, and the pack will be shorter 
than we had anticipated, and, as a natural consequence, we are less able 
to depart from our original plan.’’ 


The Nova Scotia Apple Crop. 


Consul Alfred J. Fleming, of Yarmouth, makes the follow- 
ing supplementary report on the apple harvest in Nova Scotia: 


G. H Vroom, of Kentville, the chief fruit inspector for 
this Province, states that the apple crop will be about 600,000 
barrels, a decrease of 110,000 from the 1908 crop, due to dry 
weather. Several years ago the record crop of 750,000 barrels 
was produced. The price, however, will be higher. Last year 
615,000 barrels of apples were shipped from Halifax, and the 
inspector thinks that at least 500,000 will be shipped this year 
to Great Britain, which at $3 per barrel, will give quite a 
revenue. 


Depere, Wis.—The Depere Canning Co. will pack sauer 
kraut this winter, and has ‘‘put down’’ a large batch already.

The meeting of the Western Association will also be called 
at 10 A. M. the day following.

CotumBIA, TENN., October 6, 1909.

Gentlemen:—We note an article in your issue of the 24th 
of September, copied from one of our local papers, showing the 
immense pack of tomatoes we were making. 


This was written up by one of our local reporters, a good 
fellow, but we ‘‘set up’’ a case of our best tomatoes for him and 
it had such a wonderful effect that our little 46 per cent 
pack, or 11,600 cases, where it should have been 25,000 cases, 
looked to him like forty thousand (and more coming) and so he 
reported it. 


As I notice the market sagged to 6oc. on the strength of it, 
I make haste to correct it and hope that these corrected figures 
will steady the market up, and that it willsoon go to the top 
where it should be. The crops are not only short with us, but 
with all our neighbors. Our nearest planter (who is one of our 
heaviest) cut his acreage fifty per cent, and the yield is 50 per 
cent; so the pack is 25 percent as compared with last, and I 
think J am safe in saying for others that there are more packs 
under 50 per cent than over. 


We hope to see the secretary’s report out as early as possi- 
ble, and then we will all, buyers and sellers, know ‘‘where we 


are at.’’

39 oz. and 18 oz. hominy 
after draining; can filled to one inch of top 
when drained. Prepared from medium sized 
white corn, and to contain not more than 
5 per cent of black tips. 
No. 3 Fancy—Minimum wt. after draining, 22 0z.; contents 
%-inch from top of can; 2 per cent black tips; pre- 
pared from selected white corn. 


CONDENSED MILK Standard—Law as passed by U. S. Govern- 

ment. Also the State of Illinois. 

Law provides that condensed and evaporated milk shall 

contain not less than 28 per cent of milk solids and 7.7 per cent 
of milk fat.
